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SUB J : ARAB SUMMIT CONCLUDES: FINAL DECLARATION 


1. FOLLOWING FINAL CLOSED SESSION MORNING NOV 28 ARAB 
SUMMIT CONFERENCE ENDED IN EARLY AFTERNOON. PRESIDENTS 
B OUMEDIENE, AL-ASSAD, SADAT AND BOURGUIBA AND KING 
HASSAN MADE BRIEF CLOSING STATEMENTS. 

2. FINAL GENERAL DECLARATION (WE ASSUME FBISHAS TEXT) 
CITES U.S. ECONOMIC, TECHNOLOGICAL AND MILITARY 
COLLUSION WITH ISRAEL AND READS IN PART: "THE CEASEFIRE 
IS NOT PEACE. PEACE CAN BE REALIZED ONLY IF CERTAIN 
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CONDITIONS AREMET, TWO OF WHICH ARE PRIMORDIAL AND 
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SACROSANCT: (A) EVACUATION BY ISRAEL OF ALL THE OCCUPIED 
ARAB TERRITORIES, ESPECIALLY JERUSALEM;(B) RE-ESTABLISHMENT 
OFTHE PALESTININA PEOPLE IN THEIR FULL NATIONAL RIGHTS. 

AS LONG AS THESE TWO CONDITIONS REMAIN UNSATISIFIED, IT 
WOULD BE ILLUSORY TO EXPECT ANYTHING IN ME EXCEPT FURTHER 
INSTABILITY AND NEW CONFRONTATIONS. FULLY CONSCIOUS OF 
THEIR HISTORIC RESPONSIBILITIES, ARAB KINGS AND HEADS OF 
STATE PROPOSE TO CONTRIBUTE TO BRINGING ABOUT A JUST 
PEACE ON BASIS OFTHESE TWO PRINCIPLES. IT IS UP TO 
ALL WHO PROCLAIM TO BE IN FAVOR OF PEACE TO PROVE BY 
THEIR ACTIONS THAT THEY DESIRE TO END THIS INCREASINGLY 
GRAVE AND DANGEROUS SITUATION." 

3. WITH REGARD TO AFRICA, SUMMIT CHARGED ARAB LEAGUE 
SECGEN RIAD WITH RESPONSIBILITY TO ENTER INTO CONTACT 
WITH OAU SECGEN AND 

OAU COMMITTEE OF SEVEN TO ORGANIZE 

PERIODIC CONSULTATIONS AT ALL LEVELS, INCLUDING HIGHEST 
LEVEL, BETWEEN AFRICAN AND ARAB STAES. SUMMIT DECIDED 
TO ESTABLISH ARAB BANK FOR INDUSTRIAL AND AGRICULTURAL 
DEVELOPMENT IN AFRICAN WITH INITAL CAPITAL FIXED IN 
PRINCIPLE AT ABOUT $125 MILLION. SUBSCRIBERS WILL BE 
INVITED BY ARAB LAGUE SECGEN TO MEET IN CAIOR TO WORK 
OUTDETAILS. 

4. WITH RESPECT TO SOCIALIST STATES, SUMMIT EXPRESSED 
APPRECIATION TO THOSE WHO BROKE RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL IN 

1967. IT "NOTED WITH PROFOUND SATISFACTION" TOTAL POLITICAL SUPPORT 
OF USSR AND OTHER STATES FOR LIBERATION OF OCCUPIED ARAB 
TERRITORIES AND RECOVERY BY PALESTINAN PEOPLE OF THEIR 
LEGITIMATE RIGHTS AND "NOTED WITH APPRECIATION" PRC'S 
CONTINUOUS SUPPORT FOR STRUGGLE OF ARAB NATION. 

5. ACCORDING TO AN AMERICAN JOURNALIST, ARAB LEAGUE 
SECGEN RIAD TOLD PRESS AFTER CONFERENCE THAT CERTAIN ARAB 
FOREIGN MINISTERS WOULD SOON TOUR EUROPE TO TELL 
ERUOPEAN GOVERNMNTS WHAT SPECIFIC ACTIONS WILL BE EX- 
PECTED OF THEM. WHEN ASKED WHAT ABOUT U.S. HE REPLIED 
ONLY THAT U.S. AND EUROPE WERE DIFFERENT. IN REPLY TO 
QUESTION ABOUT MEANING OF JERUSALEM IN FINAL DECLARATION, 
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HE SAID IT REFERRED TO "ARAB CITY OF JERUSALEM".
